Daily Inter Mountain, Butte, Montana, February 2, 1901 

While the wedding of Miss Edith B. Ferman and Walter A. Lord last Wednesday was very 
informal and only a few of the most intimate friends were present, it was one of the daintiest, 
prettiest weddings of the year. Both are very popular in Butte. Mr. Lord came here 12 years 
ago, being a native of Boston, Massachusetts, first embarking in business with his brother, 
as jewelers, the firm name “Lord Brothers.” They finally went out of business and Mr. Lord 
went to Hight and Fairfield’: where he has been ever since. Mr. Lord is a young man of 
sterling qualities, a social and business favorite, a rare combination. 


But not long after his marriage... 


Butte Inter Mountain, April 28, 1902. 
Walter A. Lord, formerly a well-known citizen of Butte, but now of Pony, has secured a lease 
on the Mountain Chief mine in Madison County. 


But not for long... 


Goldfield News, Goldfield, Nevada, December 2, 1902. 
Walter A. Lord, formerly of Pony, Montana, has located in Goldfield, having bought a half 
interest in Blakeslee’s Jewelry Store. 


A small line ad appears in the Goldfield News, June 2, 1906: “Souvenir jewelry made from local 
gold and quartz.” Perhaps this was his start working with native gold. But this was not his main 
ad. And his ad for local gold jewelry was not the most prominent.

Walter A. Lord and R.M. Youngren of Goldfield and 
Seattle, accompanied by their wives, arrived on the 
steamer Tana early this week. Their business is jew- 


elry and they are reported to have secured a loca- 
tion adjoining the M & M bank building. 


Lord does not hang around Iditarod very long. 


The Jewelers Circular, December 20, 1911. 
Walter a Lord, who was in the jewelry business a 
short time at 111 6th St. (ed. note - Portland, Or- 
egon) returned from a trip extending far into north- 
ern Alaska. Mr. Lord hasnt decided on any future 
location. He says that the jewelry business in north- 
ern Alaska was over done last summer. 


Valdez Daily Prospector, May 31, 1912. 

Walter A. Lord, a diamond and jewelry salesman of 
San Francisco, is looking after his trade here, and 
is stopping at the St. Elias. 


At least seven line ads appeared in the Fairbanks Daily 
Times between November 7 and November 29, 1912: 
“Walter A. Lord, Robert Simpson, jewelers and jew- 
elry, Cushman Street opp. Third Avenue hotel.” 


Presumably, after a short stint in Fairbanks, he is in 
Oatman, Arizona. 


Goldfield News and Weekly Tribune, Nevada, Feb- 
ruary 19, 1916. 

Walter A. Lord, local jeweler, returned Sunday from 
a two weeks trip to Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
He said that the coast towns were watching devel- 
opment in Oatman with considerable interest... - 
Oatman Miner. 


Tonopah Daily Bonanza, March 28, 1916. 

Walter A. Lord, who was in business in Goldfield 
for a number of years, has opened a jewelry store 
in Oatman. 


Mohave County Miner, Mineral Park, Arizona 
Terr., August 12, 1916. 

Walter A. Lord explains that in the jewelry business 
it is a “between seasons” period, but says that by 
making special effort the business is to be had. This 
verdict, he says, comes from his satisfactory experi- 
ence in a special sale that he has launched.

December 1, 1916.

Walter A. Lord, who recently disposed of his jew- 
elry store in Anchorage left on the Alaska for the 
outside and expects to return to this city early next 
spring. Mr. Lord will visit the Wyoming oil fields and 
his old haunts in Nevada and California this winter. 


So only 10 months after opening in Anchorage Walter 
A. Lord sells out. What can account for his lack of 
longevity in any location. He even goes to the trouble of 
establishing corporations. Very odd. 


At this point, Walter A. Lord disappears from the LoC 
newspapers. 


After Lord left Alaska (the second time), he continued 
in the jewelry business in Reno and lived in Nevada 
until 1927 when he moved to Ft. Worth, Texas. He and 
his first wife divorced sometime prior to 1920. 


He died of cancer at the age of 66 in 1934 in Ft. Worth. 
At the time of this death, he and his second wife oper- 
ated the Gem Waffle Kitchen. His obituary states that 
he was a descendant of President John Quincy Adams.

$50,000 Fire Sweeps Town Of Anchorage 
Anchorage was the scene of one of the most disas- 
trous fires in its history last Monday evening. The 
fire was caused by the explosion of a gasoline tank 
in the Sourdough barber shop. The shop is owned 
by “Socity Joe” and occupied the front windows of 
the store. 


Although all Anchorage turned out to assist in 
quenching the flames, almost an entire city block 
was destroyed by flames before they were brot un- 
der control. The fire resulted in the loss of ten stores 
on Fourth Avenue between C. and D. streets includ- 
ing Collins cigar store, Union Cafe, Dicks Kitchen, 
Sourdough Barber, Greasy Spoon, D.D. Restaurant, 
Nugget Poolroom, Chickaloon Poolroom, Simon’s 
Furnishings, Parker’s Grocery... Loussacs, Jaffe & 
Bayless McGnnis were damaged.

It is said of George Krau, the man who opened up the 
Floradora dance hall in Fairbanks, that he has suddenly 
accumulated a large bunch of real goods in Valdez.

Douglas Island News, May 18, 1910. 

Articles of incorporation have been filed by the St. 
Elias Packing company with the secretary of the 
district. The directors of the company are: W.J. Rob- 
erts, C.A. Burkhardt and R.A. Leonard. The com- 
pany was organized under the laws of the state of 
Washington and capitalized at $50,000, which is 
divided into 500 shares at $100 a share. Forty thou- 
sand dollars of the capital is actually paid in cash, 
the remainder representing the value of the cannery 
at Dry bay. Seattle is the principal place of busi- 
ness of the company outside the district and Dry 
bay in the district. - Juneau Record. 


Prior to 1912, Alaska was a customs district and not a 
territory. 


Douglas Island News, April 26, 1911. 

The St. Elias Packing Companys river steamer Alsek, 
which has been building at the yards of Cook & 
Lake at Ballard, was launched April 19th. the ves- 
sel is 60 feet long, 14 feet wide and has a draught 
of 10 inches, which will enable her to ply the shal- 
low waters of the Alsek river and Dry bay, where 
the cannery of the St. Elias Packing Company is 
located. The Alsek is a stern-wheeler and is equipped 
with a 30 horse power gasoline engine. The vessel 
will be used in the transportation of salmon down 
the Alsek river, for which she is named, to the pack- 
ing company’s at Dry bay. 


Alaska Sourdough, Douglas, November 7, 1911. 
S.E. Alaska Homesteads 

It is not necessary to go to the interior or to the 
westward in order to find good farming country 
awaiting settlers, according to A.L. Leonard, presi- 
dent of the St. Elias Packing company. 


In the valley of the Alsek in southeastern Alaska, 
there is an abundance of good farming country. Last 
spring the packing company tried for potatoes. They

harvested a crop of potatoes this fall equivalent to 
400 bushels to the acre. Next year Mr. Leonard in- 
tends to bring up more horses, some cows, and con- 
siderable farm equipment, and raise a large crop of 
vegetables. Mr. Leonard says that he never saw 
strawberries so large or in abundance. 


209lloyd is selling mint sports of Alaska tokens on eBay. 
I advised him that these were not real tokens and he 
has made an appropriate addition to his listings. Can’t 
ask for more than that. 


These tokens, all 27mm, use the same 5¢ reverse die. 
The 5¢ denomination was never used by these token 
issuers. And you will note the oversized planchets and 
weakness of strike. 


These have been around for quite some time. I actually 
owned the three Lou Anderton Chisana dies after they 
were used to make mint sports. I traded them (I think, 
the memory is fading) for the dies for the Harry Healy 
tokens from Old Crow, Yukon. And I now own the 
Carl I. Carlsen $1 die, but that is a story to include with 
my article on my trip to Sitka. And there will be more 
information on mint sports.

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SWEDISH SOUTH POLE EXPEDITION 


While everyone knows of Shackleton’s expedition and 
the wreck of the Endurance in 1916, and his “boat 
journey” from Elephant Island to South Georgia Island 
(and if up you don’t you should google it), there was an 
earlier incident of a ship getting crushed in the Antarc- 
tic ice. 


The Nordenskjold Swedish South Polar Expedition de- 
parted Gothenburg, Sweden on October 16, 1901 in the 
ship Antarctic. The Antarctic was commanded by Carl 
Anton Larsen. In February they landed an over-win- 
tering party on Snow Hill Island. The Antarctic win- 
tered in the waters around South Georgia Island, the 
Falkland Islands and Tierra del Fuego. 


Returning south in November 1902, the Antarctic was 
met with heavy sea ice. They could not reach Snow 
Hill Island, and the over-wintering party was faced with 
another year, another winter. Three men were put ashore 
at Hope Bay on Dec. 29 to establish a depot, and to try 
to reach Snow Hill Island overland. Open water pre- 
vented them from reaching Snow Hill Island, and they 
returned to Hope Bay to await the return of the Ant- 
arctic. 


Meanwhile the Antarctic pushed deep into the ice of 
Erebus and Terror Gulf. On January 10, 1903, she was 
crushed by the ice pack. The ship was abandoned and 
the 20 men crossed 25 miles of rough sea ice and open 
water to Paulet Island. 


When the Antarctic did not return after that second 
winter, plans were laid for a rescue mission.

- The government today intro- 
duced a bill in the riksdag granting $50,000 for the 
equipment of a vessel to be sent to the relief of the 
Nordenskjold Antarctic expedition, which should 
have been heard from long before this.

Buenos Ayres, Oct. 8. - The Argentine gunboat Uru- 
guay (of 550 tons displacement) started to-day for 
the Antarctic regions to search for the Swedish ex- 
pedition headed by Dr. Otto Nordenskjold.

ICE PACKS CRUSH ANTARCTIC 

South Pole Expedition Ends in Disaster. 

Buenos Ayres, Argentina, Nov. 23.- Lieutenant Josem 
Sobral of the Argentine navy, who accompanied the 
Nordenskjold Antarctic expedition, has telegraphed 
to La Prensa, from Santa Cruz, some of the particu- 
lars of the expedition and the loss of the ship, the 
Antarctic...was crushed by the ice and sunk..on 
February 3. Capt. Larsen and all of the members 
of the party escaped and succeeded in saving some 
of the provisions before the ship went down. They 
started for Paulet Island and for sixteen days they 
had to pass through many difficulties, but all reached 
the island in good condition. They spent the winter 
on Paulet Island subsisting on seals. 


The Argentine gunboat Uruguay arrived at the is- 
land on November 13 and took on board Captain 
Larsen and twenty-eight members of the expedition. 


The gunboat Uruguay was commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Julian Irizar, Argentina’s naval attache to Britain. 
All men were rescued from Snow Hill Island and Hope 
Bay. 


Appropriate medals commemorating the rescue of the 
members of the expedition were issued. See the next

On December 10, 1903, the Basque association Laurak-Bat of Buenos Aires organized a banquet to honor Irizar 
and his crew for the rescue of the Swedish Antarctic Expedition as well as for Sobral Iturrioz. During the 
ceremony, Irizar and his officers were given silver-plated copper medal, while the sailors might have received a 
copper medal. The Basque-language inscription in the silver medal reads “Guidontzi “Uruguay”-ko adintari Julian 
Irizar Jaunari. Biltoki “Laurak-Bat”-ek” (obverse); “Joair Doaitea “Antarctic” -ari Jaguntzeko * Buenos Aires 
1903 * (reverse). 


This translates “Laurak-Bat to Mr. Julian Irizar, captain of the ship “Uruguay” that leaves to help out the “Antarc- 
tic” * Buenos Aires 1903*. The medal is 56mm, and signed J. Gottuzzo.
